WPA Enrollees 
3 Counties 
Ket To Str 


Movement In Protest 
Against Slash In 
Work Relief 


SAN FRANCISCO (lP)—A “spread- 
ing” strike of WPA workers in the San 
Francisco Bay area which is expected 
to affect nearly 30,000 persons, started 
today, officials of the Workers’ Alli- 
ance said, with 60 men quitting a 
“gutter project” in Oakland. 

Strike leaders said that the strike 
would likely spread from projec’, 
to project as rapidly as the workers 
were completely organized. Both la- 
bor and white collar workers were re- 
ported to be involved. 

The strikers were demanding no re- 
duction in the number of persons on 
work relief rolls, which it previously 
was announced would be cut 39,000 in 
California within two months, and a 
ten per cent wage increase. WPA 
workers in San Francisco contended 
the wage issue was not directly in- 
volved as they previously were granted 
this but: failed to receive it on time.’ 

The number of persons who will go 
on strike could not be estimated today 


but strike leaders indicated that they , 


expected to move rapidly against the 
largest projects. 

William R. Lawson, state WPA ad- 
ministrator, said he was powerless to 
act to meet the demands of the strik- 
ers, and could only follow instructions 
from Washington. 

“In the event the strike becomes ef- 
fective,’ he said, “we shall accept it 
and do absolutely nothing about at- 
tempting to carry on the projects.

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ROOSEVELT FOR 
PWA EXTENSION 


Present Work Expires 
June 30 Unless Law 
Is Changed 


WASHINGTON (lP)—President Roo- 
sevelt favors extension of the Public 
Works Administration for two more 
years but on a reduced scale, Rep., Al- 
fred F. Beiter, D, N. Y., said today 
after a White House conference. 

The President believes, Beiter said, 
the PWA should be limited to spend- 
ing $150,000,000 for heavy construction 
projects and should use its money em- 
ploying only relief labor. 

The $150,000,000 would come from 
the $300,000,000 made available for 
federal loans and grants by Congress 
last year. The revolving fund came 
from PWA sale of municipal securities 
it accepted as loan collateral. 

As the law stands now, PWA is due 
to close down June 30. Beiter’s pro- 
posal would continue it until June 30, 
1939.
